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DAVID HATCHBR CHILDRESS 

TO SPEAK AT NEXT 
STUDY GROUP MEETING 

David Hatcher Childress will lecture 
at the March meeting of the UFO Study 

Group of Greater St. Louis on Sunday, 
March 13, at 2:00 p.m. The meeting will 
be held in the Farm and Home Savings & 

Loan building at Lockwood and Gore in 
Webster Grove. 

Childress was born in France and grew 
up in the mountains of Colorado and 
Montana. He did undergraduate work in 
archaeology at the University of Montana, 
with particular emphasis on the world's 
truly ancient cultures. 

Childress performed his archaeological 
research into the ancient ruins at 
Zimbabwe in Southern Africa. While there, 
he took a break and pushed north into 
Uganda, where he had some rather exciting 
adventures as the first civilian allowed 
access to the headquarters or recently 
departed dictator, Idi Amin. 

David Childress has authored four 
books, focusing on the six years he has 
spent searching for the last remaining 
traces of ancient civilizations of Africa, 
the Middle East and China. During the 
late seventies, he concentrated on Asia, 
Africa and the Middle East, while the 
early eighties found him exploring the 
megalithic ruins on remote Pacific 
islands. Most recently, he mounted two 

separate expeditions to South America, 
both of which yielded surprising results. 
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While there, his attention was turned 
to one of the most enduring of the 
mysteries on that continent: the 
disappearance of the Incas in the face of 
the invading Spanish Conquistadores in the 
late 1500's. 

Mr. Childress currently lives in north 
central Illinois as a member of a 
spiritual community named "The Ultimate 
Frontier". 

An extensive traveler, Mr. Childress 
has visited 85 countries pursuing his 
interest in ancient civilizations and has 
authored three books: Lost Cities of 
Africa and Arabia , Lost Cities of China, 
Central Asia and India and Lost Cities and 
Ancient Mysteries of South America . He 
has also edited and contributed to two 
other books: The Anti-Gravity Handbook and 
Anti-Gravity and the World Grid . 

In his talk, Childress discuss the 
many links between lost, ancient 
civilizations and the UFO phenomena as we 
understand it today. We will also get a 
preview of his latest book, Lost Cities Of 
Ancient Lemuria And The Pacific.

Jennie Zeidman is most knowledgeable 
ibout Hynek's associations with Projects 
Jrudge and Blue Book, as well as assisting 
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him with the formation of the Center for 
UFO Studies. Jennie will recall her 
experiences of those exciting days in the 
beginning of "ufology". She will also 
tell us how and why Dr Hynek started 
changing his mind about the sighting 
reports.

Questions and Answers

It seemed imperative •'o zero in on 
further descriptions of the "strangers" 
and began by seeking additional details of 
the trio. The "pixy-faced" lady came 
first. 

J: Joan Laurino 
M: Martha Throne 

M: Well, the lady was extremely eye 
catching. Not beautiful by our usual 
standards, but you'd pick her out of a 
crowd. Her face was fascinating, 

sandy colored and s!ight.ly rugged 
looking. Her eyes were almost round, 
pupils were brown. Her medium-brown 
hair was combed back with a brown and 
white striped knitted cap and a brown 
and white tassel which was cocked off 
to one side, making ber quite cute. 
Her eyes got me; very round with 
large pupils. 

J: Her approximate age, height and body 
frame? 

M: Well, for one thing, she was unusually 
skinny as I detected while we had our 
arms around each other for the photo 
sessions. Her heavy garments 

concealed her figure. This was a hot 
day. People were taking off their 
jackets including the gentleman she 
was with. Yet, she kept her heavy 
coat on over the heavy material of her 
blouse and skirt. (Martha again 
described her garments. See the 
original story.) She was undoubtedly 
dressed for Winter. She seemed to be 
about 25ish and stood about 4'7", I'd 
imagine. 

J: Did you notice any makeup on the lady? 

M: No, just her natural skin tone . .ah, 
sandy colored. 

J: The gentleman seemed like the opposite 
of her. Nothing unusual? 

M: No. Everything abwit his was 

ordinary. He was good looking, 

conservative hair style, dark brown, 
blue eyes that matched the blue shirt 
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that he was wearing, darker blue 
slacks and black shoes. Nothing about 
him signified that he's an oddity. 
Boy, he sure took a lot of photos (she 
laughs). 

(MY NEXT CONCERN CENTERED ON THE TALL LADY 

DRESSED IN WHITE) 

M; When the couple was leaving, this tall 
one zipped from behind and made that 
statement to me about 'three aliens 
being among us today.' I immedi i 1 y 
recognized her as the one standing by 
the exhibits and examining them. She 
paid no attention to anyone. She was 
also very skinny . . .ah, she gave me 
a very mysterious impression*and felt 
I should go outside . . . and now 

there she was later speaking to me and 
then said that she had to go now! 1 
didn't like her at all for some 
reason. She kept her head down and 
turned it sideways when she spoke. 

J: Okay, when she made this statement, 
she apparently left to join the 
couple? 

M; Yes. She followed right behind them 
and repeated exactly what they said, 
"I got to go now," then she used the 
word, "we've" meaning all of us . . . 
"we’ve got to go now." She turned her 
head again and fell in behind the 
couple. No one spoke to en«-h other. 

J: During this entire episode, do you 
remember seeing anyone you knew 

milling around or standing nearby as a 
possible witness to this conversation? 

M: Not that I remember, ah . . the people 
were merely straggling in and out of 
the auditorium, but many gave us 

curious glances! I didn't speak to 

anyone else or see any person that I 
knew. There could have been people at 
a distance watching us, since the 
lady's language may have attracted 

attention. If so, I personally didn’t 
see them. 

J: So, you judge the time duration of 

this meeting to be about 25 minutes as 
you said? (I was inside, listening to 
a speaker) 

M: Yes, approximately. 

J: Now about the lady's language. Can 
you compare her tongue as a 
resemblance to any known language such 
as the Asian, Slovic or Spanish 
languages? 

Ms Well this was odd in a way that her 
language was unique. She spoke in 
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short clipped words. You could not 
recognize any of it. It wasn't 
similar to Chinese, Japanese or any 
language you'd know. It was just 
odd. The words were spoken very fast 
and clipped and she demonstrated all 
the time with her arms and hands (she 
lauehs); at times she would throw her 
arms way above her head and 
demonstrate. Her husband did all the 
translating. 

J: To clarify a point here. Although 
this lady couldn't speak our language, 
she knew very well what YOU were 
saying? 

M: Oh, yes. She understood perfectly all 
of my questions, but he had to 
translate to m" her remarks. He had 
no trouble understanding her in any 
way. 

J: What is your opinion of the couple's 
true marital status. Could they be 
just friends? 

M: Well, he introduced her as his wife. 
They looked at one another with loving 
expressions and yes, it’s strange 
because he appeared like an ordinary 
American Joe, totally opposite from 
her. They seemed to love each other. 
Yes, I do believe they were married . 

. . somehow I do. 

J: Their uncanny knowledge about 

everything amazes me. Do you have any 
idea how they knew that you were 
scheduled to speak on the Panel the 
next day7 

M: Not in the least. They claimed to 
just arrive from Australia. I met 
these people before it was OFFICIALLY 
announced that I would be speaking on 
the panel discussion. Yet they knew 
of this beforehand! I was even 
scolded for complying with the rules 
of MUFON to just tell half of my 

abduction story. This couple also 

picked me right out of three ladies 
that I was talking with and came 
directly towards me; paying no 
attention to the other people. I was 
amazed at this. They knew a lot about 
me, the symposium and other events. 

J: Was there anything they said to you 
that cannot be revealed at present? 

M: No, Joan, for what they said to me or 
asked, was nice. No bad comments or 
anything dirty. They did stress 

something to the effect that I could 

be a great help to the investigators 
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in some way. They seemed completely 
honest and sincere. 

J: When the trio departed, did you notice 
them joining anybody else and getting 
into a car? 

M: No, I did not. They walked away and 
were out of sight in no time at all 
behind the auditorium wall. If other 
friends of theirs were around, I 
didn't see them. (Martha’s knee was 
bothering her and she didn't want to 
chase them.) 

J: Martha, did you have any stranpe 
feelings afterward as you reentered 
the auditorium? 

M: You h"t 7 did! I was '. . . my mind 
was seething, sin^e I experienced a 
dangerous encounter before, but this 
was a mild one and a very interesting 
one. Once inside, the newspaper 

people pounced on me and I was so 
dazed that T couldn't concentrate on 
their questions about my 1977 UFO 
abduction and they were taking 
pictures too! My mind was whirling 
and T wanted to concentrate on what 
just happened and wished that they 
would go away. All this still gets to 
me and it's really hard for me to 
believe these things, but it's true. 
Other alien related expeiiences have 
entered my li(e and I •- *"ld like to 
tell that on a separate tape!

J: What are your personal feelings abut 

the pixy faced lady and the other two? 

M: Well, Joan, with her I had a 
mysterious feeling I couldn't 
describe. There was a strange ONENESS 
with her . . someone that I'd known 

all along and knew more about me than 
T knew about myself. When she hugged 
me, there was a weird feeling of peace 
and goodwill; a similar feeling that 
overshadowed my fear when I was aboard 
that ship and lying on the gurney with 
those odd beings (1977). The same 
impression was with me in regard to 
this lady, a very loving person and 
extremely polite. I'll be darned if I 
can figure out his role in all this, 
but she was definitely »n alien in my 
estimation. The tall lady was 
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different and I didn't like her at 
all. Yes, the little woman was 

overwhelmingly magnetic and 1 felt an 
odd kinship with her. I can just see 
her throwing her hands up in the air 
and saying, "Oooooooh, yes" or 
"Oooooooh, no!" 

J: Do you remember her name, if any? 

M: No. When she was introduced to me, 
her name was just as weird as her 
language. 

J: Now for the last question. After this 
happened, what were your reasons for 
keeping this meeting with the 
strangers to yourself for several 
weeks? 

M: I refused to inform anyone about this 
hair raising encounter until I 
reviewed this carefully in my mind. 1 
wanted to be sure that everything was 
up and above board while I* kept 
searching for answers, but only came 
up with questions. When I eventually 
mentioned this to my daughter, I sort 
of went around the subject and now I'm 
just getting settled down to tell this 
story. I don't lie nor do I have time 
for nonsense! The meeting of these 
people should be known and taken for 
what it's worth. 

J: Of course. Anything special that 
you'd like to say in general? 

M: Well, I expect people to scoff at 
this. I know I would at one time; 
however, researchers would be foolish 
to claim that these things or any 
other odd happenings don't occur, 
because they DO! The well known 
attitude is that if something strange 
doesn't happen to you or anyone you 
know, then it has to be baloney — and 
not the kind you eat. Well, that's 
their problem. I just think that my 
experience is worth mentioning for 
those who care. 

COMMENTS: Martha and I had doggedly 

undertaken the task of presenting this 
most compelling story to your UFO research 
organization which we believed would 
appreciate its value. 

It looks obvious that some of the UFO 
occupants are orchestrating our awareness 
of them in such a fashion as to abduct 
innocent people out of their cars or 
homes, fly low enough to chase vehicles up 
our roads, soar high enough to play tag 
with our aircraft, or just exhibitionism 
as in the Hudson Valley UFO spectacular! 
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Whatever motives lurk behind their 
activities, we can't perceive thus far. 
Personally, I see the writing on the wall. 

In the case of Martha Throne, these 
entities boldly approached her before God 
and everybody and left her convinced of 
their alien origin. They knew too well 
that Martha would eventually grasp the 
opportune moment to inform those in the 
UFO community through this article; 
reaching into many homes! They've 
showcased their presence as being able to 
"walk among us" undetected or detected if 
they desire and to traverse anywhere for 
any purpose unmolested. 

Oooooooh, yes! 


BELIEVE IT OR NOT

The Bible says, "As a man thinketh in 
his heart, so is he." This is more than 
we can imagine. We are all governed by a 
set of beliefs formed by education, 
training and mental attitudes. We think 
and act according to these beliefs. When 
the beliefs are true, fine. But often 
they are false and lead us to disaster. 

The trouble is, the human can believe 
the silliest things. No matter that they 
are silly, he clings to his beliefs 
doggedly and cannot be changed. "Don't 
bother me with facts. I've already made 
up my mind." 

Most people do not think. They only 
think they think. Try this on yourself. 
Notice the thoughts. Ideas, words, running 
through your mind all the time. You will 
find that it is a mishmash of this, that 
and the other, going here, going there, 
and back in circles, like a kitten chasing 
its tail and getting nowhere. (This is 
what most people think is thinking.) Most 
people pay no attention - and this is 
good. It is the conscious mind running 
uncontrolled. When attention is paid to 
it and it is taken seriously, it can lead 
to wild imaginings that further confuse, 
and can lead to mental and physical 
illness. 

The conscious mind needs to be 
controlled. Back when I went to 
elementary school, we had to do a lot of 
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memorization: The multiplication tables, 
poems, literary bits. The practical value 
of knowing the multiplication tables ib 
obvious. Less obvious is the value of the 
poems, etc., though I still remember 
"Horatius at the Bridge" with pleasure. 
The real value was that it was valuable 
mental training. Holding the attention of 
the numbers of the multiplication table or 
the words of a poem served to put a rein 
on the wild ramblings of the conscious 
mind. 

Below, or behind, the conscious mind 
is the* subconscious, which controls the 
functioning of our bodies without our 
having to pay any attention. It also 
seems to have other abilities. It can 
store information and present it to us as 
needed. We all have had the experience of 
seeing someone, recognizing the person 
without being able to think of the name. 
Later, when you are doing something else, 
the name pops into the mind. But the 
subconscious can only do this when it can 
break through the noise of the conscious 
mind. 

One of the local TV stations recently 
had a series on "channeling", which is 
becoming popular. I don't know much about 
it, but it seems to be a matter of 
quieting the conscious mind so that 
messages from the subconscious can get 
through. 

We cannot completely still the 
conscious mind, nor should we try. We 
need to learn to pay no attention, to 
guide our mind where we want it to go. We 
need to sort out our beliefs, to look on 
all sides of every question, and refuse to 
accept something just because somebody 
says so. 

Strangely, every great idea (or almost 
every) in science, literature and the arts 
resulted not from long laborious thought 
but from a flash of intuition, a message 
coming through from the subconscious. 
Perhaps the earliest recorded was that of 
Archimedes running naked through the 
streets of Syracuse yelling, "Eureka!" 

UFOs provide a fertile field for 
beliefs since there is no hard evidence. 
You can believe anything you want to and 
it is hard to prove you wrong. Many 
nonbelievers adopt this attitude because 
they cannot bear to have their precious 
belief system upset. Believers let their 
mends run loose and conjure up all kinds 
of fantasies, which are also hard to 
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disprove. There may not be aliens in 
space ships out there, but also there 
may. We don't know. 

Since a belief, deeply held, becomes 
the holders reality, it is wise to examine 
our beliefs. As the old saying goes, "Be 
careful what you wish for. You just might 
get it."
